§64-3-1. Department of Environmental Protection. 

The legislative rule filed in the State Register on July 24, 2018, authorized under the 1 

authority of §22-5-4 of this code, relating to the Department of Environmental Protection 2 

(requirements for determining conformity of transportation plans, programs, and projects 3 

developed, funded, or approved under Title 23 U.S.C. or the Federal Transit Laws, to applicable 4 

air quality implementation plans (transportation conformity), 45 CSR 36), is authorized.  5
